Even at our age it is not uncommon to still stum- 
ble over the meaning of words. Last weekend we 
were reading an opinion piece by a British editor 
and stumbled over the word “Defenestration.”

Christmas is the favorite time of year for many 
of us, and understandably so. Family gather- 
ings, festive parties, and gift-giving are enjoy- 
able and special. But if you’re like me, you’ve 
also experienced the frustration that comes with 
the secularization of Christmas and the frenzied 
pace we have to keep to get all the parties in and 
shopping done. The sad reality is that the deeper 
significance of Christmas is often lost amid such 
a dizzying pace. : 


This Christmas season, may I encourage you to 
slow down some, be more thoughtful about the 
pace you’re trying to maintain, and spend time 
pondering the real meaning of that angelic proc- 
lamation made so long ago: “Do not be afraid. I 
bring you good news of great joy that will be for 
all the people. Today...a Savior has been born 
to you; he is Christ the Lord” (Luke 2:10-11). 
Some years later, the Apostle Paul would call 
Jesus’ birth a “great mystery” (1 Tim. 3:16). 

Understanding a mystery takes time for reflec- 
tion and discernment. Be honest. When was the 
last time you stopped and seriously considered 
the meaning of “incarnation,” the taking on of 
flesh and blood of God’s one and only Son, the 
pre-incarnate Word that the Apostle John writes 
about in his gospel (read John 1:1-4, 14)? 


Admittedly, this is above my intellectual pay 
grade. I don’t think it’s something that we 
humans can fully comprehend—how deity can 
be merged with human nature, fully God and 
fully man all at the same time. Nonetheless, we 
can and should seek to understand this stagger- 
ing mystery to the fullest extent possible. Why? 
It’s simple: Incarnation is at the heart of what 
Christmas means: God entered our world as a 
human being! Quoting from Matthew’s gospel, 
“The virgin will be with child and will give birth 
to a son, and they will call him Immanuel— 
which means, ‘God with us’”. (Mat.1:22-23). 
Friend, take a moment to think about the impli- 
cations of such “divine condescension.” 

In fact, the Apostle Paul seems to do just that 
in Philippians 2:5-11, his great hymn of praise 
to God for Jesus” coming to earth. He uses the 
incarnation as an example for believers to emu- 
late: “Your attitude should be the same as that 
of Christ Jesus,” he writes (vs. 5). So what was 
his attitude? 


Notice these words in verses 6-8: “He didn’t 
consider [think about] . . . made himself nothing 
. .. became a servant . . . humbled himself. . . 
and became obedient to death—even death on a 
cross.” 


Isn’t it strange that God’s entrance into our 
world—the first Christmas that happened more 
than 2000 years ago— was about giving up rights 
and privilege, self surrender and sacrifice, ser- 
vice to others and humility, and obedience and 
death, while our experiences of Christmas today 
seem ... well, so different? 


Perhaps it’s time that we rediscover the 
dynamic truth of the very first Christmas: Be 
like Jesus! Give yourself away for the good 
of others. Think more about others than you 
do yourself. Just an idea for some not-too-late 
Christmas giving. :

Reflections 
by Michael J. Brooks, Pastor 


I decided to attend graduate school before moving to 
Kentucky for theological study. My college friends and 
I bade farewell in December, and in January I moved to 
Auburn University—my home for the next 18 months. 
Though on a campus of 25,000 students, I didn’t know a 
soul and felt very alone. It was not a pleasant time those 
first weeks... 

Novelist John Steinbeck wrote, “We are lonesome 
animals, who spend all of our lives trying to be less 
lonesome.” 

Our nation is plagued with loneliness. We’ve seen an 
increase in working remotely during the COVID-19 era. 
Many of those I know who work from home enjoy the 
convenience and don’t miss their commute, but it’s also 
true they become more isolated from workmates. One 
study found among “Gen Z”—those who are 21-26 years 
old—one half reported loneliness. Though more connected 
electronically than previous generations, “Gen Z” has been 
called “the loneliest generation.” One-third of high school 
seniors said they “often feel lonely.” 

Many older people feel alone, abandoned by friends and 
family. Great Britain established the “Silver Line” network 
through which senior adults craving contact can call and 
talk with others. 

We feel alone when sick or facing disease or surgery. 
We suffer alone in our pain. 

Lonely people must take initiative and welcome others 
into their lives. We find nourishment in community groups, 
civic clubs and Bible study classes. One lady reported she 
joined a quilting club in order to teach others her skills. In 
a short while she found participants not only growing in 
skills, but lonely participants making new friends. 

Lonely people may feel forsaken by God. In “The Rime 
of the Ancient Mariner,” Coleridge wrote, “So lonely 
‘twas that God himself scarce seemed there to be.” But 
there’s no place on earth where God is not, We may feel 
alone because we build walls between ourselves and God, 
but we aren’t alone. God doesn’t cease caring for us. He 
made a way for our offense to be covered. The prophet 
Isaiah wrote, “We all went astray like sheep; we all have 
turned to our own way; and the Lord has punished him for 
the iniquity of us all” (Isaiah 53:6). 

One of the messages of Christmas is that God took 
the initiative to deal with our loneliness. He sent his son 
whose name is Emmanuel, or “God with us.” God loved 

_ us enough to come to us as one we could see, touch and 
relate to. As a little girl said, “Jesus is a God with skin on!” 

Now God invites everyone to come to him through 
Christ, the bridge by which we cross the abyss of sin and 
enter God’s family.

The U.S. President has 
nearly unchecked power 
to issue official pardons.

Ford pardoned the former 
president of any federal 
crimes he had “commit- 
ted or may have com- 
mitted or taken part in” 
during his terms in office.

*** The high school basketball season is going full 
speed and so far it has already been quite a season for 
the teams in the area. ** The New Brockton Gamecocks 
are off to a slow start with a 2-3 record, but have proven 
they can play solid on defense and if they can be more 
consistent on the offensive end could be a team to keep 
an eye on in weeks to come. As for the Lady Gamecocks, 
the “Brockton girls are winless after five games and must 
find a way to score more points if wins are going to come.
